moon rocket Pioneer has swooped 
to probable disintegration in thai 
earth’s atmosphere after blazing 
a never-before-traveled path int* 
space.

The Pentagon announced e a r l y 
today that the world’s first known 
moon probe plunged back into the 
atmosphere at about ll p. m. Sun­ 
day. It was assumed Pioneer then 
burned up from friction. 
Pioneer’s final dive was be­ 
lieved to have come at a point 
over the south Pacific. There were 
no immediate reports of any vis­ 
ual sightings of the rocket’s fin­ 
ish 
The Air Force issued this death 
notice for the moon missile it 
launched from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., before dawn Saturday; 
“The Hawaiian tracking station 
lost contact with the U. S Pioneer 
lunar probe vehicle at 11:46 p. in. 
(EDT). 
“It was the last tracking sta­ 
tion . . . to receive signals. 
“ Analysis of the data received 
by the Hawaiian station indicates 
that the Pioneer re-entered the 
earth's 
atmosphere 
at 
approxi­ 
mately 12 midnight (EDT) and is 
assumed to have burned up upon 
re-entry. 
“The re-entry point was esti­ 
mated to be over the south Pa­ 
cific ocean. , . 
The 85*pound lunar probe fell 
short of the hoped-for goal of go­ 
ing into orbit some 50,000 miles 
from the moon. But in traveling 
about a third of the 222,000 miles 
to the moon, it achieved the deep­ 
est penetration yet by a man­ 
made vehicle into the v a s t uni­ 
verse.

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CONSERVATION THROUGH FREE ENTERPRISE 


“The successful operation by farmers of a nation wide soil 
and water conservation program through their SoilConser- 
vation District has proved that a free enterprise operation 
con do the job effectively and that a free people can govern 
themselves as in contrast to ‘conservation by government 
edict'—and expensive, tax-supported administrative agency 
operation/* 
That was said by Nolen F, Fuqua, president of the Nation­ 
al Association of Soil Conservation Districts, at a speech be­ 
fore the last annual convention of the Farm Equipment In- 
j dilute. And that was certainly a logical place to talk about 
Conservation— for modern agricultural machinery* has done 
more than any other force to make it possible, practical and 
profitable. 
Mf. Fuqua said that there are more than 2,700 of these 
districts now in operation—all administered by locally elect­ 
ed farmers and ranchers. Nearly 2 million farmers are parti­ 
cipating in carrying out soil and water conservation plans 
throughout the country. And here is a work with a real cash 
value—for it has been proven that conservation farming in­ 
creases the annual net farm income by $6 to $13 per acre. 
More important, it is the means whereby our limited farm 
acreage will be preserved and improved for coming genera­ 
tions.

They exclude a great many pertinent 
facts, for example, what sort of man is accused of the crime, 
and what sort suffered from it. The jury is supposed to hear 
and know nothing about the record of the accused, which is 
not mentioned until he has been found guilty and the 
judge is ready to sentence him. In Maryland, where persons 
charged with crime, including even capital crime, may elect 
to be tried by a judge or judges without a jury, this leads to 
frequent absurdities. The judge usually knows quite well 
what the accused’s record is, but he is supposed to be ignor­ 
ant of it until he has announced his verdict. 
I long ago suggested that, in trials for murder or assault, 
it should be competent for the defense to introduce testi­ 
mony showing the character of the victim. Certainly it is 
absurd to inflict the same punishment for killing or maul­ 
ing a perfectly decent and innocent person, and doing the 
same to a gunman or other professional ruffian. I am wil­ 
ling to go further. That is, I am willing to admit evidence 
to show that the victim, though perhaps not a criminal him­ 
se lf,'was of such small social value that his death or injure 
was no appreciable public loss. But in this field the lawyers 
though it has been cheerfully abandoned elsewhere, for ex­ 
ample, in the filed of labor relations. In the South, where 
most murder victims are Negroes, a very plain, though not 
official distinction is made between killing a white man and 
killing a Negro. It is dealt with at length in Gunnar Myrdai's 
“American Dilemm a/’ 
The recurrent effort to eliminate criminal stocks by steril­ 
izing criminals is opposed violently by sentimentalists, and 
also by the pseudoscientists who argue factiously that char­ 
acter is not inheritable. Common experience shows that it 
is, and all really scientific evidence supports the experience. 
The late Judge Frederick Bausman of Seattle (1861-1931) 
proposed after World War I that a sharp distinction be made 
between murderers whose crimes are of such a character 
that an* normal persons, under the circumstances, might 
be imagined committing them, and murderers who kill 
strangers for gain. The former he proposed to treat tenderly, 
but the latter he advocates certain death. This Bausman was 
an intelligent man-his book, “Let France Explain,” published 
in 1922, was one of the first effective challenges to the offic­ 
ial theory as to the origins of World War I—But his propos­ 
als got very little notice. 
The objection to sterilizing criminals is mainly theological, 
and hence irrational. On a more respectable level it is some­ 
times argued that a criminal may not transmit his evil traits 
to offspring and in support thereof it is pointed out that he 
sometimes has quite respectable sibs. But this is begging 
the question, for no one proposes to sterilize his brothers 
and sisters, but only the man himself. 
Certainly the chances that he will produce criminal chil­ 
dren are sufficiently strong to justify subjecting him to 
trivial injury and inconvenience of sterilization. On the one 
hand the sentimentalists argue that crime is a disease, and 
on the other hand they deny that it runs in families. All hu­ 
man experience is against this. Nine out of ten professional 
criminals come from families that are plainly abnormal. Ev­ 
en if it be argued that their criminality is thus the product 
of environment rather than of heredity, it follows that the 
environment they themselves provide for children is very 
likely to produce more criminals. 
The theory that crime Is caused by poverty is not support­ 
ed by the known facts. The very poor, in fact, tend to be 
just as law-abiding as the rich, and perhaps more so. To ar­ 
gue otherwise is to Ii vet multitudes of people‘who keep to de­ 
cency under severe difficulties, and in the face of constant 
temptation. — H. L. Mencken.
